the applicant argues that the 35 U.S.C 101 rejection for claims 1-14 and 18 is improper, however, this rejection is proper 
because these claims do not recite computer hardware or software embodied on a tangible medium to help process the steps of 
these claims. In addition, the applicant also argues that the combination of Havens (US 5.909.669) and Tom (US 5.696.907) do 
not disclose the limitations of claims 1-14 and 18. specifically because, according to applicant, prior art does not suggest 
"reading a case prepared by a financial advisor". However, it is the combination of Havens and Tom that discloses a financial 
advisor. Specifically, in col. 2. lines 21-22 and lines 53-55 of Tom, the credit manager represents the financial advisor. In this 
case, the credit manager is shown to evaluate financial service applications for approval, and the financial service applications 
are further evaluated by the system. Here, the financial service applications being further evaluated by the system represent 
the applications prepared by the credit manager being read.
